From what we have been informed of the case
it appears that ghortly alter the breaking out ol
the war, a man named Mt'Crlek?n eulisted in
the Unfon Fanks, A short time sfter his dopart-
ure for the seut of war bis house and barn were
burnt (o the ground, the fire baving originated
by the toreh of an incendiary, n reinrning
home, after having served his country faithiully,
Mr. McCracken learped from s family named
Woodward, that & man named William Saunders
was the Incendiary, hi= own daughter huving
acknowledged the fact, Sapunders was arrested
at the instance of McUracken, but the case was
finally compromised and the sult withdeawu.
The county officials, however, took hold of the
matter, and the Grand Jury having indicted
Saunders, his trinl was set for this week,

Saunders, hearing that the Woodward family
would be the principal witnesses against hium,
swore that they should never appear in the
court-room alive, In fulfilmento! theze throars
he, on Tuesday morninz last, o short time betore
daylight, repaired to the residence of Mr,
Woodwsard, and wilh a bowieknlle coolly and
deliberately murdercd Mr. Woodward, his wile,
eldest daughter, and an old lady, the mother of
Woodward,

The bloody deed becoming known throughout
the meyghbtorhood, the murderer was pursuai
and finaily arrested. The most intense excite.
ment prevails throurhoat the whole of Orange
county, and strong threats ol lynching the ns.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE.

Among the numerous opinions delivered by the
Juupes of the Distriet Court and Court ot Common
Pleas on Saturday, & reyort of all whieh judgmonts
we gave, there was one in the Dustriot Court, to
wit, iu the ense of Newburger & Hoohstadler va,
Howard & Co,'s Express, and one in the vommon
Flens, o wit, in toe casc of the Hestonville, Muntua,
and Fairmount Ratroad Company vs, the Sehuyl-
kill River Passenger Rallroud Company, & mors ex-
tended notice of which may be Inweresting to our
readers,

Ihe tisst-named case was an nction brovght by
Mesers,  Newburger & Hochstadler  against
Howard’s Express Compuny, 0 recover the value
o1 & bule 01 goods sent Ly them to s Western firm,
through the Express Company, but which was
nover deiivered. The detendants were uuable to
show how they were lost, but emimea that under
thewr receipt for the goods. which contmned a
printed provision limuting their Hability for the .oss
01 goods to fifty dollars, they could not be held tor
o groater sum than ity dollars,

On the trial tue Court directod the jury to find a
verdiet for the plamntifts for the full amonnt of their
cuaim, subject, however, to the opmion of tne court
1o bane on the pomt reserved as 1o tue lega'ity of
this printed restriction 1in the receipt. On Suturday
the opinion of the Cowrt was delvered by Judge
Huare, us tollows:—

his counsel alle@ing that Maguire has recoversd his
roason, and beine now saue, asks thiat he be tried
